NEW VET COLLEGE 


Funds from the State’s share of the pari- 
mutuel tax at California race tracks are 
financing the construction of a new $4,- 
000,000 School of Veterinary Medicine on 
the Davis, Cal., campus of the University 
of California. It is expected that the new 
school will be ready late in 1949. 


Included in the facilities now under 
construction will be a main building with 
classrooms, an auditorium seating 300, 
pre-surgery, surgery, pharmacy, X-ray, 
clinical record, special treatment 
rooms. 


Besides the ten acres in the building 
site, there is to be a field station for ex- 
periments under pasture conditions. For 
this purpose the University has procured 
160 acres suitable for irrigated pastures. 

Some 200 students are now engaged in 
pre-veterinary studies on the various cam- 
puses of the University of California, but 
because of the present crowded conditions 
only 40 can be admitted to the profes- 
sional courses now conducted at Davis. 


Upon completion of the project, facili- 
ties will be available for the larger num- 
ber of students interested in attaining the 
degree of Doctor of Veterinary Medicine.

Rome 

Federico Tesio won on May 30 at San 
Siro, his fifteenth Premio d'Italia, which 
has been run 28 times (founded in 1921), 
For the sixth time he ran his entries one- 
two in this race (1923, Duccia di Buonin.- 
segna and Cima da Conegliano; 1926, 
Cranach and Apelle; 1940, Moroni and 
Bellini; 1941, Niccolo dell’Arca and 
Niccolo Alunno; 1947, Tenerani and Do. 
nato di Niccolo). 

Trevisana and Astolfina, by repeating 
the unusual performance this year, added 
further credit to their splendid racing 
career: Trevisana is unbeaten in nine 
starts at two and three, and Astolfina 
added a second place (virtually a suc- 
cess), to her crown of four classic races 
(both the Guineas, Premio Firenza, and 
Oaks). 

The weather was sunny and clear after 
several weeks of rain and storms, and San 
Siro’s course had had time enough to dry 
up so as to provide an ideal ground. The 
Premio d'Italia is a kind of “second 
Derby” in Italy, and it is generally more 
severe and engaging than the Derby itself. 

Three colts opposed Tesio’s _ fillies, 
Zloty, Patton, and Sabello. Zloty was 
visibly tired, after his two splendid races 
in Rome, against Leon de San Marco and 
Tenerani, and he was carefully kept in the 
rear and only called upon at half-stretch. 
Patton insured a fast going for the first 
half-mile. This bay son of *Vezzano was 
meeting top horses for the first time, after 
an unbeaten career at three numbering 
seven wins. 

On the turn Trevisana began slowly to 
gain ground on Patton. Jockey Camici 
did not allow Trevisana to extend her 
stride until two furlongs from home, but 
in that while the daughter of Tofanella 
had got rid of everything else. Astolfina 
was also coming from behind to take sec- 
ond place. Zloty, as in the Premio Pa- 
rioli, was unable to match her, but was a 
good third. 

Patton and Sabello fought hard for the 
fourth place; it was not for the money, 
but for a matter of prestige. Patton won 
it, and had the honour of being included 
in the roster of the first four. He is a 
very strong and compact colt, and no one 
expected he would run so well in top com- 
pany. 

Trevisana, by winning so easily, has con- 
firmed that she is in top form again after 
a slight trouble (a few lines of fever for 
a few days), and the more I look at her, 
the more I realize that we probably never 
bred a filly like her before.

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It Looks Like We Might Need a New Umpire 


O NCE upon a time a baseball player named Jones caught 
a cripple, right over the middle of the plate, and he 

ladled it clear up against the centerfield wall. By the time 
the center fielder had relayed the ball to the shortstop, Jones 
was on third base, very well pleased with himself. 

“You're out,” said the umpire. 

“And why am I out?” inquired Jones, not without a 
trace of feeling in his voice. “The ball ain’t got here yet.” 

“You're out,” said the umpire, .with the utmost com- 
posure, “because you don’t part your hair on the left side. 
You're supposed to hit singles, not triples.” 


“Who made up that rule?” 


asked Jones. 

“T did,” said the umpire. 

So they had to get a new umpire. 

Every few days during the flat racing season for the 
last three years the men of France have been taking their 
horses across the Channel to run against the English horses, 
especially in the most noted distance races. 

The French horses have won the Derby two years in 
a row, and this year they finished first and second. 

They have won the Coronation Cup, 1! miles, three 
years in succession—Ardan, Chanteur, and Goyama,. 

In the Queen Alexandra Stakes, at two miles six fur- 
longs and 75 yards England’s longest flat race, no English- 
bred horse has finished first or second in the three renewals 
since the war. This year an Irish-bred, Spam, finished sec- 
ond, between two French-bred horses. 

In the 2'%4-mile Ascot Gold Cup, traditionally one of 
the world’s greatest tests of stamina, no English-bred horse 
has finished first, second, or third for three years. In 1946 
and 1947 horses from France filled all the places. This 
year the Belgian champion, Bayeux, finished in second place, 
between two from France. 

Among the races which are vet to be run in 1948, the 
Goodwood Cup, about 256 miles, and the Jockey Club Cup, 

44 miles, were taken by French-bred horses both in 1946 
and 1947. ‘The new international test for 3-year-olds, the 
King George VI Stakes, at two miles, established in 1946, 
has yet to be won by an English horse. 

At the Ascot meeting last week six of the 24 races were 


won by horses bred in France, and four (Arbar, Solina, 
Estoc, Coronation) of the six were ineligible to the General 
Stud Book because of certain American crosses in their re- 
mote pedigrees. An American-bred colt, Black Tarquin, 
similarly disqualified from the English registry, won another 
race, the St. James’ Palace Stakes. 

The defenders of the exclusion clause, commonly 
called the Jersey Act, have maintained that the stud book 
is a record of pedigree, and should take no account of per- 
formance. This doctrine overlooks two very important 
points, (1) that the stud book, as originally set forth, was 
based upon a record of performance, and (2) that it was 
never a complete record of pedigrees, since the Thorough- 
bred breed had been developing in America for half a cen- 
tury before the General Stud Book was first published. 

The fact that certain powerful strains have been ex- 
cluded from the General Stud Book has given rise to the - 
impression that the excluded strains are “impure.” This is 
pure hogwash. In the first place, the modern strains in the 
American stud book have persisted through performance to 
the same extent as their English contemporaries. In the 
second place, the same American strains are to be found in 
an ever increasing proportion of the best British stock. 

The English policy makers used to speak of “short 
running American strains,” with the implication that it was 
the tainted pedigrees from across the Atlantic which could 
be blamed, in many cases, for lack of stamina in their best 
horses. Now, for the third year in succession, French 
horses, many of them ineligible to the English stud book 
because of their American ancestry, are outstaying the best 
distance runners in England. ‘The last frail prop has been 
knocked out from under the Jersey Act. 

The fact that the last prop is out does not mean that 
the Jersey Act will fall. It probably will remain in force, 
without visible means of support, simply because the General 
Stud Book has decided to be simply a record of pedigree— 
that is, an English record of English records of English 
pedigfees. That’s all right, if they like it. 

But for the rest of the world it is time to get a new 
umpire, one who won’t write jokes into the rule book.

Scattered Still Looks the Best: 
Guerin Taken for a Fast Ride 


New YorK 


The first three days of Aqueduct saw 
the leading handicapper and the leading 
3-year-old filly beaten, with weight re- 
sponsible in each case. Stymie was asked 
to carry 132 and give 19 to Knockdown, 
and he couldn’t do it. Scattered wasn’t 
asked—she got 12] under the conditions 
and Sweet Dream got 111 because she had 
never won a race worth $7.500. 

The notion here still is that Scattered is 
the best of her division. It seemed to take 
Mehrtens quite a while to rouse her in 
the upper stretch, and at the furlong-pole 
it appeared that Sweet Dream would win 
by a couple of lengths. But then Scattered 
started cutting her down, or it might be 
more accurate to say that the leader ran 
out of air. Anyway. the margin was only 
a neck at the end. and it was disappearing 
rapidly. At level weight you'd have to 
take Scattered. Watermill, which unex- 
pectedly beat her in the Acorn Stakes, was 
a forward factor for about seven furlongs, 
but after that she fell away badly. 

King Ranch had the best 3-year-old filly 
last year, in But Why Not, and in Scat- 
tered has apparently done it again. But 
up to now there isn’t any comparison be- 
tween them. But Why Not went out and 
whipped the colts now and then, as in the 
Classic, and while Scattered has her sea- 
son ahead of her. she does not suggest any 
such performance. 

Another 3-year-old filly which turned 
up last week was Gallita, making her first 
out of the year. Her performance last 
season was indifferent—she was beaten 
off in four starts—but she got to the post 
a stout third choice because she is full 
sister to Gallorette. She did her job, win- 
ning a sprint by a length, but it wasn’t 
much job, for she got away with it in 
1:1445 on a day when platers ran six fur- 
longs two seconds faster. 


DOUBT. This tourist rubbed his eyes 
a little when the board said :5044 after 
Algasir scampered four-and-a-half fur- 
longs down the chute on the second day 
of the United Hunts meeting, on the 
ground that one Martini before lunch 
should have no such effect. It turned out 
that other people saw it too, and that it 
was a world record for the distance. There 
was no perceptible wind, either. 


Well, it’s officially a record, of course, 
and who am I to argue with the teletimer? 
Clockers caught it that way, too. But that 
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must have been a devilish field of maiden 
2-year-olds. Whiffenpoof, which was sec- 
ond, was beaten only a neck, so presum- 
ably if Algasir hadn’t set the record, Whif- 
fenpoof would. And a_ blanket would 
have caught the next two, for Going Away 
was beaten another half-length, and it was 
a similar margin back to Magic Words. 
Furthermore, we are asked to believe that 
Good Egg, which was a half-length ahead 
for the first quarter, ran it in :2145. All 
this could be true, but I prefer to believe 
that the teletimer was scratching itself 
when the gates opened. 

Algasir, another of the dwindling tribe 
of *Sir Gallahad 3rd, was making his first 
start, running in the name of J. H. (Jack) 
Skirvin because of the recent death of 
A. C. Ernst, who bred the gelding. His 
speed had evidently escaped the clockers. 
for while I can imagine that these gentle- 
men, once every third leap year. might 
hold out a fast one, I cannot see that they 
and their clients would let the fast one go 
away at 45 to 1. 

One feature of the race supplied an in- 
teresting item. Just to make it good. Al- 
gasir got in early trouble and got shuffled 
back. So Eric Guerin hauled off and 
smacked the pants off him to regain the 
lost ground, and Algasir practically took 
off. 

Well. the day before Greentree had 
brought out one of its better liked 2-year- 
old fillies, First Rose, for her initial start. 
There was a field of 24, and she was made 
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She was going along a 


a slight favorite. 
fairly good third coming to the eighth- 
pole, and though she was gaining she was 
gaining so slowly that the furlongs might 


run out on her. So Ted Atkinson reached 
back and hit her once to liven her up a 
bit.’ First Rose turned an almost sharp 
left, and for a split second it looked like 
she was going into the fence. Ted got 
her straightened out in a couple of jumps 
—From the time I hit her until she 
straightened out, I got exactly four years 
older.” he said afterward—and First Rose 
wound up third, beaten about two lengths. 

If this has a moral, it’s that a rider had 
better hang on when he hits a 2-year-old 
the first time. Algasir took off forward 
and almost ran out from under Guerin. 
First Rose took off sidewise and was fairly 
close to pitching Atkinson over the fence. 


FORM. Funniest thing at Aqueduct 
last week was the sixth race on Friday. It 
drew Sam Bernard, which had won four 
of eight races this year, and seven others 
which had not won any at all. So Sam 
Bernard went off at 11 to 1, next-to-longest 
chance in the field. He led every step of 
the way and won by nearly a length. as he 
practically had to do, and paid $24.40, 
He had an apprentice, Carl Meyer, on him 
for the first time, and I suppose that was 
it. People who forget it is a horse race, 
and not a jockey race, often lose their 
money. Deserve to, too. 


SMASH. The naming of horses has 
always fascinated this observer, who has 
named a few and then lost money on 
them. 

Once in a blue moon a name comes 
through that is pure poetry, like Mrs. 
Helen Hay Whitney’s Singing Wood. by 
*Royal Minstrel—Glade. For “singing 
wood,” if you’ve neglected your Anglo- 
Saxon, is a “kenning,” or nickname, for 
a harp. These are rare, and frankly, on 
the race track, pure poetry is sometimes 
neglected in favor of Number 6. 

But it is seldom that a name fits a ped- 
igree, sounds like anything, and at the 
same time preaches a sardonic sermon on 
Puck’s ancient theme—‘What fools these 
mortals be!” 

So I think that maybe the best named 
2-year-old of my experience is a 1948 
product I have never seen, raced by an 
owner I do not know. This is an ap- 
parently moderate colt, owned by Mrs. W. 
C. Gaffers, and raced on the West Coast. 
He is by War Glory—Little Time, and 
his name is Row on Row. 


If by some chance you have forgotten 
John McCrea’s most famous poem of the 
first World War, it runs: 


“In Flanders Fields the poppies blow 
Between the crosses, row on row, 


That mark our place... 
“We are the Dead....” 
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Sires of 2-Year-Old Winners Through June 15 


The 2-year-old sire list of 1948 prior to 
this one appeared in THE BLoop-Horse of 
May 8, page 283. It contained the sires 
of all winners through April 24. The pres- 
ent list, covering racing at all the major 
tracks through June 15 (California racing 
through June 12), bears witness to the 
tempo of American racing once the sea- 
son gets into full swing. 

There were 301 2-year-old races in the 
two months between the publication of the 
two lists, bringing the total number of 
juvenile races since the first of the year to 
575. These races were won by 424 horses, 
which have garnered a total of $1,194,303 
in first monies. 

Heading the list of sires whose 2-year- 
olds have won the most money is War Ad- 
miral. In April, with $4,700 to his credit, 
War Admiral was not among the leaders 
in this category. Since then his sons Blue 
Peter and Mr. Busher have become stakes 
winners to put the Faraway Farm stallion 
at the top of the list. 

Balladier had only one winner at the 
time of the earlier list. His seven winners 
as of June 15 put him in a tie for first 
place with Good Goods as sire of the most 
winners. Along with Eternal Bull he is 
the only sire among the leaders in all 
three departments of most wins, most win- 
ners, and most money won. 

Eternal Bull made an outstanding show- 
ing on the earlier list and is maintaining 
his position. He still leads in wins, is 
still second in money won, has dropped 
back from first to third in most winners.

More Notes on Ranking of Sires 


In Proportion to Opportunity 


In the accompanying article the writer seeks to indicate a new method of 
making a statistical inventory of the records of sires. 

Instead of using dollars as the final measure (since dollars have different 
values in different years), he tries to show proportion of success to opportu- 
nity, or, more specifically, the proportion between actual earnings and money 


available. 


If the stakes and purse money in every year were divided equally among 
all starters (regardless of number of starts), the rating of every sire would 
be 1.000. If the rating of a sire were 2,000, it would indicate that his starters 
had earned exactly twice their mathematical proportion of the total money 


available. 


A rating of 1,500 would mean they had earned 50 per cent more 


than the average of all starters in the years in which they raced. 


In THE Bioop-Horse of June 5 (page 
470) this department offered a set of 
statistics in which the records of 47 prom- 
inent sires were analyzed, with compensa- 
tion made for the changing amounts of 
money available in stakes and purses since 
1940. 

By use of an index number, the statis- 
tics were first reduced to a 1944 basis, and 
the average earnings per starter per year 
were given. In 1944 the average amount 
of money available per starter was $2,250. 
So. in order to make the figures easier to 
visualize. the average for each sire was 
divided by 2.25. The resulting rating 
showed the average earnings for the get 
of each sire per $1,000 available. 

That is, if all the money in each year 
had been divided equally among all the 
horses which got to the post in that year. 
the rating for every stallion would have 
been an even 1,000. 

The range in the tabulation given was 
5.955 for *Alibhai down to 1,259 for 
Zacaweista. This meant that the average 
offspring of *Alibhai earned nearly six 
times its share of the total distribution in 
the four-year period 1944-47. The get of 
Zacaweista. racing through the entire eight 
years, earned nearly 26 per cent more than 
their mathematical share. 

By these statistics, the performance of 
the get of each stallion is compared with 
a constant figure—$1.000 in available 
earnings. 


NORM. This method of appraising the 
overall records of sires seems to have 
possibilities which should’ be explored 
further. 

Accordingly. in an accompanying ex- 
hibit, I have set out the record of a small 
group of sires, picked at random. The 
purpose is to move along toward the estab- 
lishment of a normal expectation, to cre- 
ate such a body of figures that we shall be-

come familiar with the method and the 
results to be expected from it. 

In the accompanying small list of sires. 
I have used a different method to gain 
what is essentially the same result as in 
the article of June 5. Instead of adjusting 
the figures to the 1944 basis and then di- 
viding down to a $1,000 basis. I have gone

The actual earnings in each year are divided by 
the divisor and the result entered under the head- 
ing “Adjustment.” For instance, in 1941 the 
average amount of money available to every starter 
was $1,315. Thus when the aggregate earnings of 
Charing Cross’s two starters are divided by 1.315, 
the result ($1,996) shows how much they would 
have earned if the average per starter for all horses 
had been exactly $1,000. The adjusted figure is 
divided by the number of starters to obtain the 
rating, or average per starter per year per $1,000 
available. 

For each year the earnings are reduced to a 
$1,000 basis in the same manner. The annual 
ratings show the comparatively uniform earnings 
of Charing Cross’s get in each year, despite the 
fact that in the seven-year period the actual gross 
annual earnings rise from $2,626 in 1941 to $90,745 
in 1947. 

The final rating is the adjusted total ($113,668) 
divided by the accumulated number of starters 
(88). What it means, in effect, is that the get of 


Charing Cross earned $1,292 for every $1,000 they 
would have received if the total money distributed 
each year in stakes and purses had been divided 
equally among all starters. 


directly to the $1,000 comparison, in the 
manner shown in Table I. 

In the future I hope to add statistics on 
other stallions until a considerable body 
of data has been established. 

Special attention is called to Table I, 
in which Charing Cross is used as an ex- 
ample of the method of making the calcu- 
lations. The ratings for each year are 
given separately, and it will be noticed 
that they fall within a very narrow range. 
Charing Cross, when the money available 
in each year and the number of his start- 
ers are taken into consideration, has a 
record which is uniformly good. 

Milkman is another example of a sire 
with very uniform expectation. His range 
is from 1,934 in 1940 to 1.010 in 1941, his 
poorest year. But in the last six years the 
range has been even narrower. from 1,588 
in 1944 to 1,249 in 1946. 

In general, one can expect the offspring 
of Milkman to win $1,426 for every $1.000 
available on the average. That is, if the 
average per starter in 1948 is, say. $2,800, 
the average starter by Milkman should 
earn $2,800 times 1.426, or $3,993. If he 
has 70 starters in 1948, they should earn 
a total somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$275,000—if they race as well as usual. 
If they race back to the worst form they 
have shown since 1940, their total would 
be nearly $200,000. 

Of course, most sires will show a great- 
er year-to-year variation, especially if 
there are comparatively few starters and 
most of the earnings are credited to one 
or two horses. 


UNIVERSAL. One of the advantages 
of this method of assembling statistics is 
the fact that it makes allowance for the 
considerable fluctuation in the amount of 
money available from one year to another, 

Another advantage is that it could be 
applied to the results of racing in any 
country without changing the basis. That 
is, by using 1,000 pesos, or 1,000 francs, 
or 1,000 pounds sterling, or 1,000 lire as 
the basis, we could show the proportion of 
earnings for any given stallion in South 
America, France, England, or Italy. The 
rating in comparison with 1,000 would 
mean just the same as it would mean in 
the United States. 

The difficulty in applying the method in 
other countries would arise from the fact 
that the total number of starters for any 
sire in any one year is rarely available. In 
England the usual lists provide only the 
record of the winners. In other countries 
only the money earners are accounted for. 
Thus we rarely know how many _ horses 
are in competition representing a sire. 

Even in North America the figure is 
hard to come by; the only available source 
is the list of starters—winners, placed and 
unplaced horses in three separate cate-

The figure under the heading of Adjustment is 
obtained as shown in Table I. The rating column 
shows the proportion of earnings. If in each year 
the money available had been divided equally 
among all starters, the rating of every sire would 
be 1.000. Battleship’s get earned nearly 24% times 
their mathematical proportion of the money avail- 


able. 


gories—in Thoroughbred Sires and Dams, 
published by THe BLoop-Horse. 

The statistics of racing and breeding 
have a long way to go before they reveal 
much. 


NIPPONESE NOTES. Lt. Col. Basil 
Lee Baker has been stationed in Japan for 
about 28 months. Since his home is in 
Lexington, Ky., he has had more than a 
passing interest in the racing and breed- 
ing of Thoroughbreds in Japan. (See THE 
BLtoop-Horse of January 3, page 28.) 
From one of his letters, written a couple 
of months ago, a few quotations are taken. 

“Mr. Tomokichi Ichijo had been &per- 
ating a horse farm until about the end of 
the war in August, 1945, when he suffered 
apoplexy. He recovered and is currently 
engaged in agriculture at Ueda. Morioka 
City. Iwata Prefecture. That is some dist- 
ance from Tokyo, but I expect to make a 
trip to northern Honshu this spring and 
will try to call on Ichijo.” 

Tomo Ichijo was well known to many 
horsemen in Kentucky as a result of his 
trips made for the purpose of buying 
breeding stock for Japan. 

“You cannot imagine the pleasure Japa- 
nese horsemen got out of the article in the 
January 3 issue. If there are a couple of 
extra copies around the office. how about 
sending them to me? In the meantime, 
lll try to tie in an article on the opening 
of the 1948 season, the Cherry Blossoms, 
and the history of racing in Japan so that 
I'll have it in the mail to you before long.

Enclosed with the letter was a small 
miscellany of reference material for our 
files. One section had to do with the stud 
record of Man o’ War’s only son to stand 
in Japan. It is of interest as a part of 
the story of Man o’ War, which died No- 
vember 1, 1947. Extract: 

“Alzada, in foal to the world-famous 
Man o’ War, was imported in 1931 from 
U.S.A. by Mr. Tomokichi Ichijo on behalf 
of the Imperial Household. and foaled 
Tsukitomo, a colt, on March 13, 1932, at 
the Shimousa Imperial Pasture in Chiba 
Prefecture. Tsukitomo is now stabled at 
Hidaka Stock Farm, a government farm in 
Hokkaido. 

“On account of a wound inflicted on a 
leg when he was a yearling, Tsukitomo did 
not race, and started his career as a stal- 
lion at the age of three. His ownership 


was transferred in 1946 from the Imperial 
Household to the government. 

“Tsukitomo, chestnut in color and 5 feet 
3.6 inches in height, has so far sired about 
200 Thoroughbreds and about half of them 
ran in races. These racers, however, did 
not prove to be so good except Mitsumasa, 
Shinko, Ohikari, and Kaiso (the last- 
named being a mixed Thoroughbred). 
which won many big races and rank with 
the first-class horses in Japan. 

“The reason for this may largely be ~ 
attributed to the fact that in Japan, as a 
rule, foreign studs have been mated with 
rather inferior mares, with a view to rais- 
ing the standard of horses, and even this 
esteemed stallion was no exception. Tsuki- 
tomo is still contributing to the breeding.” 

A tabulation shows that Mitsumasa won 
eight races and 202,500 yen, Ohikari 11 
races and 266.000 yen, Shinko 20 races and 
133,700 yen, Kaiso seven races (from ten 
starts) and 50,150 yen. 

Several of Tsukitomo’s sons and daugh- 
ters now have offspring eligible to race in 
Japan, but as yet none of them has started.

Keeneland Catalogue Ready 


Containing the breeding credentials of 
443 yearlings, the fat catalogue of the 
Keeneland Summer Sales was being dis- 
tributed to prospective yearling purchas- 
ers this week. 

Largest consignor is Mereworth Farm 
with 40 head. A. B. Hancock offers 30 
yearlings in his own name, together with 
one that he has consigned in partnership 
with Nydrie Stud. Elmendorf Farm will 
be represented by 26 head. Coldstream 
Stud, Ine. is selling 25. Other consignors 
offering ten or more yearlings are Thomas 
Piatt, Stoner Creek Stud, and Woodvale 
Farm, each with 14; Calumet Farm and 
Charles Nuckols and Sons, 11 each; and 
Phil T. Chinn’s Old Hickory Farm, 10. 

Of the 105 stallions represented in the 
sales, Coldstream’s Reaping Reward leads 
the list in point of numbers with five 
colts and 15 fillies. Buyers will have a 
chance to bid on 19 Roman yearlings, 10 
of them colts. *Heliopolis has 13 in the 
sales, four of them colts. Ariel will be 
represented by seven colts and five fillies. 

The Bull Leas and *Mahmouds, cur- 
rently much in demand, will be in short 
supply. Bull Lea has only two colts and 
three fillies in the sale; *Mahmoud has 
two of each sex. 

If any yearling sold at the 1948 sum- 
mer sale brings less than 30 per cent of 
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the average price for the sale, his con- 
signor will be penalized. That is, for 
every yearling failing to meet the price 
standard this summer, his consignor will 
be deprived of one place in the 1949 sum- 
mer sales. If none of a consignor’s year- 
lings sell for less than the 30 per cent 
level, he will be eligible to increase his 
consignment to the 1949 sales. 


Selection in California 


Implementing its recently announced 
plan to conduct an “Annual Sale of Selec- 
ted Yearlings.” the California Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association has engaged 
Col. F. W. Koester to conduct a physical 
inspection of all yearlings named for the 
1948 summer sale scheduled for Santa 
Anita Park, July 19 and 20. 

Colonel Koester recently retired as com- 
manding officer of the Western Division of 
the U. S. Army Remount headquarters in 
Pomona. He is well known to western 
horsemen. He has made a lifetime study 
of the horse. 


A tour of the State will be made by 
Colonel Koester to inspect individually 
each sales yearling. Subsequently he will 
report to the sales commitee his findings 
as regards general appearance. condition. 
size, soundness, gaits and general sub- 
stance of each animal. 

The data. together with pedigree. racing 
and breeding record and family history. 
will be weighted by the selection commit- 
tee when final acceptance of the offerings 
is made. 

“We believe the system adopted will 
result in a fair and impartial selection 
being made.” said Carleton Burke, director 
and officer of the California Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association. “It is expected that 
this system will be continued on a perma- 
nent basis.” 

The Association’s new policy of selec- 
tion is motivated by a desire to avoid the

A BIT RIDICULOUS 


A grand jury in Philadelphia has recom- 
mended to the Pennsylvania legislature 
the legalization of pari-mutuel betting and 
gambling on lotteries. 

Judge Harry S. McDevitt said he would 
forward the proposal to the legislature. 
He commented: “It does seem a bit ridi- 
culous that Philadelphians and Pennsyl- 
vanians should contribute substantially to 
the support of nearby race tracks which 
are legal in several of the adjoining states 
and not reap any of the benefits.” 

The grand jury said it favored two race 
tracks for Pennsylvania, and a legalized 
lottery. Proceeds would be used for the 
support of public institutions.

Some Figures on 


Completed Meets 


Twenty-two major tracks and_ the 
United Hunts had concluded their meet- 
ings by June 19. To anyone who paused 
long enough to examine the statistics on 
those meetings, there could be no doubt 
but that the trend in attendance and bet- 
ting was continuing the downward path it 
had followed for the past 18 months or 
more. 

Only four tracks (Sunshine Park, Oak- 
lawn Park. Lincoln Downs, Bay Mead- 
ows). were able to show gains in their 
daily average attendance. Of these, Lin- 
coln Downs, with an 11 per cent increase, 
and Bay Meadows, with a gain of 23 per 
cent, were operating spring meetings in 
comparison with late summer and _ fall 
meetings last year. It is hard to say just 
what effect this might have had on attend- 
ance figures, however. 

The United Hunts, conducting a spring 
meeting this year, showed a 39 per cent 
decline in daily average attendance when 
compared with the meeting last fall. But 
with racing only two days a year, the 
United Hunts is not a reliable guide to 
statistical trends. The extremely short 
period of racing gives undue weight to 
the influence of too many extreme factors 
that would be brought into balance during 
the course of a longer meeting. 

Despite its gain in average attendance, 
Oaklawn Park experienced a 1 per cent 
drop in daily average mutuel play. Only 
Sunshine Park, Lincoln Downs. and Bay 
Meadows were able to show increases in 
this department. The New England track’s 
28 per cent gain here could probably be 
attributed in large measure to more favor- 
able weather than prevailed during the 
latter part of its meeting last fall. Also, 
it was favored by opening the New Eng- 
land season, which gave it the opportunity 
of playing to a fresh and enthusiastic au- 
dience eager to see some racing after a 
winter of inactivity. 

Bay Meadows’ success might have been 
enhanced to some extent by the intensive 
California campaign against bookmaking 
during the meeting. 

When the records of the 19 meetings 
that suffered declines in attendance are 
considered carefully, the picture loses 
some of its dark hue. The drops in daily 
average attendance ranged from Keene- 
land’s negligible 3/10 of 1 per cent to the 
already mentioned tumble taken by 
United Hunts. After throwing out the 
United Hunts figures, the really serious 
declines were experienced in Maryland, 
where Havre de Grace and Pimlico, with

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STAKES AND HORSES 


N. Y. Begins to Look Normal; 
The Lincoln Goes to a Tomboy 


New York racing began to resume 
shape last week. Calumet Farm moved its 
muscular stable to Chicago, and in conse- 
quence it became more worth while for 
other establishments to saddle some en- 
tries. 

First sure sign of returning normalcy 
came at Belmont Park on Monday, June 
14. Handicapper Jack Campbell studied 
the list of eligibles for the six-furlong 
Roseben Handicap, at Belmont Park, con- 
cluded that Rippey would be a bargain at 
135 pounds. He was. 

Last September Rippey had won the 
Fall Highweight Handicap under 131. 
This was a respectable package, though 
other horses had won with 140. But no 
horse had won the Roseben with as much 
as Rippey was asked to carry. He handled 
the load as easily as a small boy carries 
home a quart of ice cream. A _ furlong 
from the wire he went past Owners Choice 
(117). won by 114 lengths. The able Buz- 
fuz (122) was third. Rippey’s time was 
1:10 down the straight Widener Course. 


The race carried another portent of 
normalcy: the idea of pegging handicaps 
at 130 pounds top weight and limiting the 
spread to 20 pounds has not caught on 


with Mr. Campbell. 


ROUND TWO. Stymie picked up 132 
pounds in the 81-furlong Queens County 
Handicap at Aqueduct on June 17. But 
he did not carry it as lightly as Knock- 
down handled his 113. In the Excelsior 
Handicap, at the same distance, Knock- 
down had taken an early lead, successfully 
resisted Stymie’s stretch challenge. In 
the Queens County, the Maine Chance 
horse used the same tactics, scored again. 
His margin was two lengths. Stymie was 
second, the 3-year-old Gasparilla was 
third. 

The Queens County was Stymie’s 122nd 
run for the money. He got $4,000, fat- 
tened his total to $863.635. 


ENCOURAGEMENT. Owners of mod- 
erate-priced horses took a fresh grip on 
hope when a filly bought as a yearling for 
$2.600 beat Scattered in the 1,‘;-mile Ga- 
zelle Stakes at Aqueduct on June 19. In 
her first start of the year at more than 
seven furlongs, the Havahome Stable’s 
Sweet Dream made an early lead stand up 
against Scattered’s challenge, eked out a 
neck victory over the winner of the Pim- 
lico and the Coaching Club American 
Oaks. Compliance was third. 


A daughter of Lovely Night—which this 
week joined the ranks of Virginia stallions 


at Mrs. Marie A. Moore’s High Hope 
Farm—Sweet Dream has raced very con- 
sistently this year in allowance company. 
The Gazelle was her first stakes attempt, 
and kept intact her record of not havin: 
been unplaced in seven starts this year. 


ARRIVAL. *Miss Grillo has been slow 
to reach the form that made her one of 
the best mares in training last year. But 
she found herself in Delaware Park’s 1,4- 
mile New Castle Handicap on Saturday, 
On the far turn she moved from fourth to 
first, kept a 2%%-length lead against the 
late bid of Elpis, which was second. The 
latter was bumped in the stretch, but prob- 
ably would not have caught the winner 
anyway. Rampart was third. 


LIGHTWEIGHT. A 3-year-old filly ae- 
complished the unusual feat of beating 
some good older males at 144 miles in 
Lincoln Fields’ Lincoln Handicap on the 
Saturday. The winner was the Kentucky 
Oaks victress Challe Anne, which carried 
lightweight Freddie Smith (100 pounds) 
to a quick lead, stayed there against the 
determined challenge of Eternal Reward 
(123). Star Rewerd (121) was third.

The Artful Fitzgerald Touch 
Makes Speculation Gilt-Edged 


Los ANGELES 


The old rose silks of Norman W. Church 
have been a familiar part of the color 
scheme in the winner’s circle this summer 
at Hollywood Park. And we are likely to 
see considerably more of them when the 
$50.000-added The Westerner. nee the 
Hollywood Derby, is run on July 3. 


That is as it should be. for in this re- 
porter’s book Church is as fine a sports- 
man as there is in our racing set. I be- 
lieve the statement could be broadened to 
include the rest of the country as well. 
without any strain at all. 

In the many years Church has been in 
racing. his high ideals regarding the sport 
have never weakened, nor has his love for 
fine horses become lost in a racing secre- 
tary’s condition book. To Church. there 
is no glory in winning a claiming race or 
in sweating a Thoroughbred for the brass. 

Horses which go racing in his silks are 
tried highly. They are given every chance 
to develop, and to make a mark on the 
Turf. But if they fail, they are weeded 
out. Each year the stable has three or 
four horses for sale. Each year the stable 
is strengthened by purchases from the 
yearling sales, or by youngsters from 
Church’s own breeding stock. 

It is a finishing school, where only the 
best make the grade. At the head of it is 
a stern taskmaster in 73-year-old E. L. 
(Woody) Fitzgerald. Woody is now ready- 
ing Speculation, the $65,000 yearling from 
the 1946 Keeneland summer sales. for The 
Westerner. and there is a bright chance 
that the handsome chestnut colt will win 
it. 

Speculation is off to a promising start 
on his summer campaign. There was a 
time when the only thing about the son 
of *Mahmoud—Gala Belle, by *Sir Galla- 
had 3rd, that interested many race track 
observers was the price tag that came 
with him. He was well on the way towards 
earning a reputation as a financial bust. 
Around the stable area. Woody Fitzgerald. 
who can wait on a horse, had to stand for 
a lot of good-natured ribbing for having 
bid $65,000 for such a one. 

The ribbing, and also any further spec- 
ulation regarding Speculation’s quality. 
ended quite suddenly when the chestnut 
ran over his own stablemate, Royal 
Chance, and outgamed the rest of the 
field to win the $25,000 Will Rogers 
Handicap recently at Hollywood Park. 
The victory came on an afternoon when 
the *Mahmouds could do no wrong, what 
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with Vulcan’s Forge winning the Withers, 
Marabout the Juvenile Stakes, and Quar- 
ter Pole the Constitution Handicap. Spec- 
ulation’s maiden victory last year, by the 
way. was at the expense of Vulcan’s Forge. 

Speculation has been raced sparingly. 
The Will Rogers was his ninth start, and 
his third victory. Behind him at the wire 
in his stakes victory were our top western 
3-year-olds, including the consistent Soli- 
darity, Stage Glitter, *The Web 2nd, 
Drumbeat, and Frankly. His weight was 
115, and his time for the six furlongs was 
1:11 over going that is much deeper than 
it used to be at Hollywood Park. 


JUDGMENT. When a man bids $65.000 
for a yearling, he either (a) knows what 


he is doing, or (b) has profound faith in 
his own good luck. In Woody Fitzgerald’s 
case, he knew what he was about. <Ac- 
companied by R. L. Coyne, his assistant, 
he invaded Lexington several days before 
the sales, and looked over the yearlings 
recommended to him. 


When he came to the son of *Mahmoud 
—Gala Belle, Henry McDaniel said: 
“Here is the most perfectly conformed 


-yearling I have ever seen headed for the 


sales ring.” Fitzgerald agreed, mean- 
while making the proper notations in his 
catalogue. The colt’s breeding is impec- 
cable; Gala Belle’s first foal was the 
stakes-winning Alabama; her second foal 
was the high-class Revoked. But had 
Fitzgerald known how high he would have 
to go to get Speculation, his notations 
might not have had such an eager tone. 


Each night after the sales, Fitzgerald 
telephoned Church in Los Angeles, always 
with the same story: “Nothing yet.”

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tient, when Fitzgerald called and an- 
nounced, “I’ve bought you a horse.” 
“Fine.” Church said. “How much?” 
“Sixty-five thousand dollars,” answered 
Fitzgerald. 


FIT. To Church’s everlasting credit. 
he said “Fine” again, and said it distinctly. 
too, so that it could be heard all the way 
back in Lexington, Ky. Then he added. 
“We'll name him Speculation.” 

It was a good name, and the speculation 
proved a wise one. More than a little 
luck goes into the buying of a good year- 
ling, so a great deal of luck must go into 
the purchase of a stakes winner. But in 
the purchase of Speculation, there was a 
great deal of knowledge of horses, too. 

Woody Fitzgerald has lived with horses 
all his life. He grew up with them in 
West Virginia, where he was born, and he 
rode around bush tracks when he was a 
youngster. Weight soon put a stop to 
that, and Fitzgerald has devoted the rest 
of his life to training Thoroughbreds. 

Eighteen years ago he took over Nor- 
man W. Church’s stable, and has been 
with the Los Angeles sportsman ever since. 
At the same time Coyne, who is tall and 
slim, and looks much younger than his 40 
years, went to work for the stable. Except 
for three years that he spent in the Army 
during the recent unpleasantness, he too 
has been with Church ever since. Church 
and Fitzgerald are more like friends than 
employer and employee; Woody and 
Coyne are as close as most fathers and 
sons. 

Among the fine horses Woody Fitz- 
gerald has trained for Church are the tem- 
peramental Gallant Sir, twice winner of 
the $100,000 Agua Caliente Handicap: 
Toro Nancy. which broke her maiden in 
winning the Arlington Futurity in 1934 
and is the dam of Church’s stakes-winning 
filly Boswell Lady; Plucky Play; Quick 


Reward; and the fast but erratic Riskulus. 


YOUNGSTERS. The Church - stable 
campaigning at Hollywood Park this sum- 
mer is made up of young horses. Besides 
Speculation, there is May Reward, the jet- 
black colt which won the $50.000 San 
Felipe Stakes last winter at Santa Anita

The report stated that one horse died 
during the race, and that 21 of 25 starters

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TOP RACES OF TOP HORSES, by Neil Newman 


Tradition: An Outstanding Filly 
In a Year of Very Good Ones 


One of the admirers of the late Andrew 
Jackson Joyner has taken me to task for 
my failure to make any reference to Tradi- 
tion, which according to my critic “was 
the best filly Joyner ever trained for Syd- 
ney Paget. and was superior to the Fu- 
turity winner Hamburg Belle.” 

The point is well taken. I apologize 
for the oversight and hasten to correct it. 

Tradition was a bay filly, foaled in 1902, 
by *Goldfinch—Reclare, by Reform. She 
was bred by J. B. Haggin and was sold 
or leased to Sydney Paget as a yearling. 
She was trained by A. J. Joyner. 

Sydney Paget was an Englishman, a 
brother to Almeric Hugh Paget. the pres- 
ent Lord Queenborough. The still living 
Lord Queenborough was born as long ago 
as March 14, 1861. On March 1, 1895, he 
married Pauline. the daughter of William 
C. Whitney and sister of Harry Payne and 
Payne Whitney. They had one daughter. 
the Honorable Dorothy Paget, cousin to 
Cornelius V. and John Hay Whitney. 

William C. Whitney was one of the 
founders of The Jockey Club, which was 
organized during the winter of 1894. At 
that time he was Secretary of the Navy 
in Grover Cleveland’s cabinet, and under 
the circumstances did not actively engage 
in racing. This post he held until Mr. 
Cleveland was succeeded by William Mce- 
Kinley in 1897. That summer he went to 
England and while there bought from 
George Lambton, for $500, his colors, 
“Eton blue. brown cap.” Lord Queen- 
borough conducted the negotiations. 

William C. Whitney began racing in 
this country in 1898. His first flat horse 
was Jean Bereaud, which he purchased 
from John Daly. After the sale Ed Feakes 
continued to train him that year. 

His first steeplechase horse was Shilla- 
lah, a chestnut gelding by Duke of Ma- 
genta—Shansheen, foaled in 1894 and 
bred by Col. Oliver Payne. an Ohio finan- 
cier. He also was a founder of The 
Jockey Club and was a brother-in-law. I 
think, to William C. Whitney. Inciden- 
tally, Shillalah raced in the name of Harry 
Payne Whitney at two, in 1896, and may 
have been his first horse to race on the 
flat over Jockey Club tracks. Marble was 
his first winner through the field. 

Shillalah was trained by Bill Hogan 
and was ridden by his brother John. He 
won his first race at Morris Park through 
the field on the same day Jean Bereaud 
won the National Stallion Stakes in the 
colors of John Daly, in 1898. Jean Be- 
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reaud was bought after his fifth start and 
fourth victory, the Great American Stakes, 
and won his first start in his new owner- 
ship at Gravesend in June, 1898. It was 
the Tremont Stakes. Jean Bereaud won 
the Withers and Belmont Stakes at three, 
the same year Admiration beat May Hemp- 
stead in a match. Admiration was ac- 
quired from Milton Young and Tom Me- 
Dowell. She was trained at three by 
Sam Hildreth. while May Hempstead was 
owned by Headley and Norton and was 
trained, I think, by Gene Leigh. 

These horses all raced in the name of 
Sydney Paget. but in the “Eton blue and 
brown cap.” It was not until 1900 that 
William C. Whitney raced in his own 
name and used the famous colors. His 
first starter was on the opening day at 
Morris Park in 1900. It was a_ horse 
called Montanic, trained, I believe, by Tom 
Welsh, and ridden by George Odom. His 
first stakes winner was Kilmarnock. win- 
ner of the Withers that year.

The Boer War broke out in 1899. Syd- 
ney Paget went home to “join up” and 
was an absentee from this country during 
1900 and possibly part of 1901. He was 
lucky not to be one of those unfortunates 
penned up at Ladysmith with Sir Redvers 
Buller, at Kimberly with Cecil Rhodes, or 
at Maefeking with Baden-Powell. 


FORGOTTEN HORSE. So when Syd- 
ney Paget returned from the wars he again 
embarked in racing with Andrew Jackson 
Joyner as his trainer and the Rancho del 
Paso and Elmendorf Stud of J. B. Haggin 
as his base of supplies. J. B. Haggin bred 
so many horses he could not market them 
all at two yearling sales each year, and 
he used to sell privately, “on the cuff” if 
necessary, or under lease. Paget, Walter 
Jennings, and Green B. Morris recruited 


all of their racing stock by one or the 
other of these means. 

*Goldfinch, sire of Tradition, was a 
chestnut horse foaled in 1889, by the un- 
beaten *Ormonde—Thistle, by Scottish 
Chief. He was a half brother, therefore. 
to the good filly Throstle and the Triple 
Crown winner Common. *Goldfinch, bred 
by Lord Arlington and Sir Frederick John- 
stone, was trained by John Porter. At two 
he ran three times, winning twice, a Bien- 
nial at Kempton and the New Stakes. and 
was beaten a head by Flyaway in the July 
Stakes. At three he ran twice. and broke 
down in Bona Vista’s Two Thousand. He 
began his stud career in 1893, made two 
seasons in England, and after the close 
of the 1894 season was sold to J. B. Haggin 
for 4,000 guineas (roughly $20,400). and 
was shipped to this country. 

When *Goldfinch arrived in New York, 
John Mackay. manager of the Rancho del 
Paso, sent him to Matt Byrnes’ farm near 
Eatontown, N. J. to recover from his “sea 
legs.” and then promptly forgot him. Ac- 
cording to Byrnes. *Goldfinch continued 
to eat New Jersey grass and oats until the 
great filly Chelandry (by *Goldfinch— 
IIluminata, by Rosicrucian) made her 
appearance on the racing stage in 1896 
as a 2-year-old. In six starts she won the 
Woodcote. Imperial Produce, and National 
Breeders Stakes. and the Great Surrey 
Foal Plate. On both sides of the Western 
Ocean. curiosity was aroused as to what 
had become of her sire. Mackay, slapping 
his thighs. said: “Hell, I forgot all about 
*Goldfinch. He is at Matt Byrnes’ farm 
in New Jersey. Have him shipped here 
immediately.” 

So *Goldfinch finally reached the Ran- 
cho del Paso, and everything considered. 
he did very well. In addition to Tradi- 
tion he sired Song and Wine, Cunard, 
Phil Finch, Sweet Lavender, and De Mund. 
According to Harry Mann. then assistant 
stud groom at the Rancho del Paso, *Gold- 
finch was a nice, neat horse. but he was 
handicapped because John Mackay was 
prejudiced against him. 


WINNER AND PRODUCER. Reclare. 
the _.m of Tradition. was a black mare 
foaled in 1887 at the Erdenheim Stud, now 
owned by George D. Widener. She was 
bred by N. W. Kitison and was raced at 
two. three and four by H. Warnke and 
Sons. The elder Warnke had been a 
switchman on the Long Island R. R. She 
was sold to Phil Dwyer and Son at five. 
but failed to win in the red jacket with 
the blue sash and was later sold, I assume, 
to J. B. Haggin. 

Reclare was an excellent race mare. At 
two she won 12 races in 16 starts, among 
them the Clover, Dash. Belles, Equinoctial. 
Prospect. and Willow Stakes, beating Ru- 
perta and Sinaloa 2nd in the latter. At 
three she was out 19 times and won ten 
Among them was the Equinoc-

and Relief Stakes. At four she did not do 
so well. winning but three races in 11 
starts. but among those beaten by her this 
year were Phil Dwyer and Son’s Prince 
Royal. 

Tradition made her debut at Sheeps- 
head Bay on July 4. 1904. Ridden by the 
still present Bill Travers, she won the 
Vernal Stakes. This was followed by 
successive victories in the Distaff, Winged 
Foot. Venus. and Neptune Stakes. A. J. 
Joyner rested her up for the Futurity. 
She was an absentee at Saratoga. 

To my mind her best races were her 
next two, at Sheepshead Bay in the Fu- 
turity. in which she was beaten for the 
first time by Artful, and the Flatbush 
Stakes. 


BEST FIELD. It is true that Artful 
whipped Tradition in the Futurity. It 
was the best field that ever went to the 
post for that race. Artful had 114 pounds. 
Tradition 127. Beaten into third place 
was Sysonby. 127. Fourth was Tanya. 
124. Like Tradition and Sysonby, Tanya 
went down to the start with an unsullied 
escutcheon, having won all five of her 
starts. including the National Stallion, the 
Spinaway. and the Hopeful Stakes. A 
year later she won the Belmont Stakes. a 
feat that had not been accomplished by a 
filly since Ruthless won its inaugural in 
1867 and has not been duplicated since 
Tanya’s year, 1905. 

I have never seen in one year three 
fillies equal to Artful, Tradition. and 
Tanya at two. Artful to my mind was the 
best filly IT ever saw. and if Sysonby had 
an equal it was Man o° War. Back of 
these four were the stakes winners Wild 
Mint. Belle Strome. Agile (winner of the 
Kentucky Derby a year later). Glorifier. 
Oiseau. Woodsaw. and Jack Lory. Tradi- 
tion was ridden by the “gentleman from 
Lexington.” Lucien Lyne. A decade-and- 
a-half ago at Maisons-Laffitte. Lyne stated 
he thought Sysonby was the best horse he 
ever saw. here or abroad. 

A week later Tradition. ridden by Lyne. 
beat Oiseau. St. Bellane, Broadcloth, 
Burnt Hills. Veto, and Sandria in the Flat- 
bush Stakes at seven furlongs. She won 
by about a length, going away when Lyne 
called on her. Oiseau won 14 races at 
two. He even beat Tradition in the Cham- 
pagne Stakes. In this race he was ridden 
by George Odom. Oiseau broke flying. 
Odom took the rai! and splattered mud in 
the face of the filly all the way: she could 
not face it. Between the Flatbush and 
the Champagne, Tradition won the Belles 
with 125 and the Great Eastern Handicap 
by two lengths with 128 pounds. This was 
another “big race.” She whipped 14 
rivals, conceding from 10 to 38 pounds.

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NEW ZEALAND, by R. L. Paull 


The Time They Ran Out of Lead 


WELLINGTON 

Considerable interest was taken in New 
Zealand in the cabled report from America 
that Steve Brooks had ridden six succes- 
sive winners at a meeting in Kentucky. 
for this country can claim what is believed 
to be a world’s record in that respect. 

There have been at least two instances 
of jockeys riding seven winners in the one 
afternoon. However. it must be admitted 
that these performances were registered at 
small meetings where the number of run- 
ners were limited. 

The old-time rider Jack Farrell. father 
of Jim Farrell (trainer of Beau le Havre) 
and Denis Farrell (who went to America 
with *Pillow Fight and *Tea Trader some 
years ago), rode all seven winners at a 
meeting in the Thames district a good 
many years ago. What was most remark- 
able was that included in the sequence 
were two jumping events. a hurdle race 
and a steeplechase. 


As a result of being a lightweight rider, 
Farrell had to put up so much dead weight 
in the steeplechase that the available lead 
ran out and he had to wrap a_ plough 
chain round his body to make the weight. 

In 1907, at a meeting of the Wairoa 
Club, the present-day trainer W. Kirk rode 
seven successive winners. On the second 
day he added another four in a row. 

At a non-totalisator meeting at Huntley 
in 1910 a jockey named Albert Whittaker 
rode seven winners. Other riding feats 
well worthy of mention are those of H. N, 
Wiggins (at present on a trip to England) 
and J. Conquest. who rode six firsts and 
a second in an eight-race programme. 

As late as 1931 a South Island horse- 
man, J. Dooley. put up the remarkable 
feat of riding all six galloping winners on 
a programme at Beaumont which was com- 
pleted by two trotting events. Next day 
he was second in all six races.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


Schenck and Paley 
Purchase Del Mar 


Controlling interest in the Del Mar race 
track in California has passed to Joseph 
M. Schenck, movie executive, and Jay 
Paley. Turfman and member of the board 
of directors of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System. For a reported price of $2,000.- 
000. Col. Henry Crown, of Chicago, and 
Arnold Grant, of Beverly Hills, Calif., and 
New Rochelle, N. Y., have turned over 
their interests in the plant. acquired two 
years ago from Bing Crosby. 

Schenck and Paley state that at present 
they contemplate no change in the present 
management of the track and that there 
will be no change in the plans for the 
meeting scheduled to get under way in 
August. 


Schenck’s previous experience in race 
track management goes back to the early 
‘thirties, when he was president of the 
agua Caliente course. Paley in recent 
vears has been a heavy buyer in the year- 
ing markets. 


Havre de Grace Stakes 


The ll-day Havre de Grace summer 
meeting. July 6-17, will be highlighted by 
five stakes with a total value of $47,500. 

Only changes from last year’s program 
are an increase of a half-furlong in the 
distance of the Eastern Shore Stakes for 
2-year-olds, now at 514 furlongs, and a 
decrease of $5,000 in the added money for 
the Havre de Grace Handicap. which last 
year was worth $20,000. 

All stakes close June 15, with the ex- 
ception of the Havre de Grace Breeders’ 
Stakes, which closed September 15, 1947, 
The stakes program: 


July 6—PHILADELPHIA HANDICAP, $10,000 
added, 3-year-olds and upward, 6  fur- 
longs. 

July 10-—-EASTERN SHORE STAKES, $7,500 
added, 2-year-olds, 51% furlongs. 

July 14-POTOMAC STAKES, $10,000 added, 3- 
year-olds, 14% miles. 

July 17—HAVRE DE GRACE HANDICAP, $15,- 
000 added, 3-year-olds and upward, 14% 
miles. 

July 17--HAVRE DE GRACE BREEDERS’ 


STAKES, 2-year-olds foaled in Mary- 
land, $5,000 added, 4% furlongs. 


Underwater Race Track 


The Portland Meadows Race Track was 
separated by a dike from what was for- 
merly Vanport, Ore. Sunday afternoon, 
May 30, the flood waters of the Willamette 
River rushed into that town, destroyed it, 
and began an attack on the dike. 

General Manager William P. Kyne of 
the Portland track, gave the signal for the 
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evacuation of the stable area of the plant 
when it became apparent that the dike 
could not long withstand the rush of the 
flood waters. Monday night, the dike gave 
way and the track was inundated within a 
matter of minutes. 

All horses, personnel and equipment had 
been removed to higher ground before the 
break. Crews of the American Totalisator 
Company had also removed all the tote 
equipment. 

In canceling the last 19 days of a 
scheduled 34-day meeting Kyne expressed 
the fear that the stable area, which was 
under more than 15 feet of water and had 
been severely battered by debris from Van- 
port when the dike broke, was a complete 
loss. He felt that the grandstand and club 
house, however, which are of steel and 
concrete construction would withstand the 
floodwaters without sustaining irreparable 
damage. It is believed that damage to 


the plant will run to $500,000. 


More Stalls at Golden Gate 


Golden Gate Fields. at San Francisco, 
has awarded a contract for the construc- 
tion of five new barns containing 210 
stalls and 40 tack rooms. The barns, cost- 
ing approximately $115,000, are expected 
to be ready for use by the middle of Au- 
gust. in ample time for the 41-day meet- 


ing at the track which begins September 
14,

cuts of 24 and 17% per cent, respectively, 
were for the first time operating in compe- 
tition with New Jersey’s Garden State 
Park. The latter track felt only a 4 per 
cent drop in attendance from its late sum- 
mer meeting of last year. 

Suffolk Downs suffered a_ significant 
slump. Attendance fell off 17 per cent, 
with a comparable drop in betting. 

Racing was still very popular in New 
York, where Jamaica and Belmont Park 
showed drops of only 54% per cent from a 
very high level. On Decoration Day a new 
attendance mark was set at Belmont when 
63.499 fans turned out. 

Chicagoans apparently had lost a little 
enthusiasm, a condition that could be laid 
largely to the inclement weather of the 
early part of the season. Sportsman’s 
Park saw 16 per cent fewer customers on 
the average, while Lincoln Fields at- 
tracted 13 per cent fewer patrons to its 
meeting at Washington Park than had 
come to its meeting at Hawthorne last 
spring. 

The declines in betting were in most 
instances greater than the slump in at- 
tendance at the various tracks, though as 
always the rule had its exceptions. 

The reduced crowds at Havre de Grace 
and Pimlico bet even less proportionately. 
At Havre de Grace, betting was off 29 per 
cent; at Pimlico, 24 per cent. 

Churchill Downs experienced only a 
1143 per cent decline in mutuel play 
against an 8 per cent drop in attendance. 
At the Chicago tracks, too, the drop in 
betting was less than proportionate to the 
decline in attendance. 

Garden State Park’s 22 per cent de- 
crease in pari-mutuel handle was attrib- 
uted in some circles to the increase in the 
State’s share-of the pools, which went into 
effect in New Jersey this spring. Others 
laid the blame to bad weather, competi- 
tion with the Maryland tracks, and the 
fact that Garden State had had choice 
summer dates last year, which attracted 
better crowds and more money. 

Completely absent from the per capita- 
per diem betting column are the figures 
in the 90’s and high 80’s so impressive a 
year or two ago.

The winner of the Argentine Derby and Oaks 
has been a solid performer in the U. S. since her 
racing debut here in 1946. Once she had sensed 
American racing ways (it took just one start), she 
picked up 124 pounds in Saratoga’s Diana Handi- 
cap, ran the nine furlongs in 1:50%, just a fifth 
slower than *Sun Briar’s 27-year-old track record. 
Later in the year she beat Pot 0° Luck in the Ex- 
terminator Handicap, was second to *Rico Monte 
in the Pimlico Cup. 

Last year she won the Black Helen Handicap, 
repeated in the Diana, won the Governor Bowie, 
and galloped off with the 2%-mile Pimlico Cup 
by more than a sixteenth of a mile. She placed 
in four other stakes. 

Foaled September 21, 1942, at the Haras San 
Ignacio in Argentina, she raced for the El Grillo 
Stable, won at distances up to 15g miles. She is 
the only North American stakes winner for her 
sire, Rolando. 

She was sold in the sales at Palerno in October, 
1944, by the Haras San Ignacio to El Grillo Stable 
for 6.000 pesos. She originally was named Cestera. 
Turf Argentino, the annual review of the breeders’ 
association in Argentina, termed it “one of the 
luckiest transactions in Argentine Turf history.” 
The sale was a part of the dispersal of the Haras 
San Ignacio.

In the Prix du Jockey Club, run Sunday, 
June 13, at Chantilly, the 5-to-4 favorite 
in a field of 22 was Marcel Boussac’s 
Goyaz. The son of *Goya 2nd failed to 
finish with the leaders, and the race fell 
to C. Vandamme’s home-bred Bey, an out- 
sider at odds of nearly 20 to 1. 

The winner’s trainer and rider were 
Richard Carver and W. R. Johnstone, the 
same combination which eight days earlier 
had the won the Derby at Epsom Downs 
with the French-bred My Love. 

Bey won by a length from Prince Said 
Toussoun’s Tanagrello. which was a length 
ahead of Mme. Robert Forget’s Flush 
Royal. The race was worth 3,358,500 
francs (about $11.200) to the winner.

ENGLAND, by James Park 
Good Sport at 
York Meeting 


Lonpon (Delayed) 


The York meeting is one of the most 
enjoyable in the country. It is one of the 
few racecourses run on non-profit making 
lines. All the profits are ploughed back 
into the business. Every race is a sweep- 
stakes to which the executive add a cer- 
tain sum. On many other courses most 
of the races are what we call plates. The 
executive guarantee a certain value but all 
entrance monies and forfeits are pocketed 
by the racecourse company. 

Of the 47 racecourses under the juris- 
diction of the Jockey Club the greater 
number are owned or leased by private 
companies, with capital subscribed by 
shareholders who expect a reasonable re- 
turn. Others are the property of public 
bodies who look to racing to make a con- 


tribution to their funds. Brighton, Don- 
caster, Chester, and Lincoln are run by 
the local Town Council. Most of the 
profits are for the benefit of the rate- 
payers. Five only are run on a non-divi- 
dend basis. They are Newmarket, Salis- 
bury, Ascot, York, and Stockton. 


The clerk of the course and manager at 
York is Mr. L. L. Firth, who is also the 
Jockey Club Starter. He is in charge of 
the starting gate at Newmarket, Epsom, 
Ascot, Doncaster, etc. His task at York 
is to provide the best possible racing. That 
was not possible at the spring meeting 
because of the proximity of the Derby and 
other important races to be run at Epsom 
the following week. I would not say the 
racing was of the class that we usually 
associate with the York fixture. 

Nor could we get a good view of the 
racing. The Royal Agricultural Show is 
to be held on the course and already many 
buildings have been erected in the middle 
of the Knavesmire. That completely blot- 
ted out the running except the 
straight course. The charges were just 
the same though not much more than half 
the racing could be seen.

WHITEWAY. In the Yorkshire Cup of 
two miles about all we saw was the last 
six furlongs. A surprise was sprung in 
this race by last year’s Cesarewitch win- 
ner, Whiteway. He set off in front and 
was never caught. That was far in advance 
of what he had shown in his only pre- 
vious race this season. He had then finished 
well behind Mombasa and Auralia, who 
were now thoroughly trounced. 

Whiteway has always been a good stayer 
and in appearance is a very different colt 
to what he was as a 3-year-old. He was 
then trained by the veteran William Pratt, 
who was for many years a notable jockey 
and trainer in France. It was only after 
the war that he set up as a trainer in Eng- 
land. At the end of last season Norman 
Bertie was appointed to succeed Pratt. 
Bertie was for many years head man to 
Fred Darling at the famous Beckhampton 
establishment. This is Bertie’s first sea- 
son as a trainer and he has put a lot of 
flesh on Whiteway. The colt was lean and 
lanky last year. Now he has filled out into 
a much better-looking colt. With that he 
has gained in ability.

does he will be one of our most worthy rep- 
resentatives. He may not have quite the 
class of Arbar but would stay the two 
miles and a half much better than most 
of the others we could put in the field. 

Whiteway has an interesting pedigree. 
He is a son of the big and rather slow St. 
Leger winner Chulmleigh, out of a mare 
by the sprinting Gold Bridge. The stock 
of Gold Bridge never get more than six 
furlongs but here we have one of his 
daughters producing a colt for whom no 
distance is too far. 

It was left to Auralia, who is by the 
sprinting *The Satrap [which stood a few 
years in the U.S.], to take second place to 
Whiteway. His old rival. another grey in 
Mombasa, was rather disappointing. She 
seldom runs a bad race. but did so on this 
occasion. Yet it was thought the change 
in the going would be all in her favour. 
There had been nice rain and the going 
was in perfect condition. Auralia is to run 
in the Gold Cup but while a good honest 
performer he is not quite top of the tree. 


SMART YOUNGSTERS. We sometimes 
find 2-year-olds who are thought up to 
Ascot standard turning out at York. A 
Yorkshire-traine:| one in Assize put up a 
striking performance. The opposition may 
not have been of much account but he won 
running away by eight lengths. He is a 
well made colt by Fair Trial out of Tad, a 
mare who never breeds a loser. It is by 
no means a classic pedigree and the Fair 
Trials do not stay. But Assize promises 
to make a smart 2-year-old. The perform- 
ance rather surprised the stable as the colt 
had not been pleasing in his work at home. 
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No doubt he found galloping conditions on 

the racecourse much more to his liking. 
Another 2-year-old winner was Valkyrie, 

who was winning her fourth race without 


defeat. She. too. won by as far as the 
jockey pleased. Valkyrie certainly will 
not stay. She is a daughter of the sprint- 


ing Bellacose out of Lady of Valence, who 
is by William of Valence out of Lydia, by 
Lemnarchus. Speed is the predominating 
factor of the pedigree but Valkyrie should 
have a bright 2-year-old career. 

The good-looking 4-year-old Fine Pros- 
pect put up a pleasing performance when 
beating two opponents over nine furlongs. 
The 2.000 Guineas winner of 1946, Happy 
Knight. has had to wait a long time for a 
second victory. The big hefty son of Co- 
lombo has been tried at varying distances 
but until he went to York he had had to be 
content with a solitary victory. He was 
now running in a six furlongs handicap 
and giving weight away all round. There 
was never any doubt about the result. He 
was an easy winner by four lengths. He 
is by no means an attractive galloper and 
how he came to win the 2,000 Guineas so 
easily is still something of a mystery. 


PRICE-LIMIT STAKES. The new Lord 
Derby is not having much luck with the 
horses of his own breeding. He has done 
quite well with a cheap purchase called 
Benny Lynch. The Duke and Duchess of 
Norfolk always entertain a house party 
for Goodwood and after dinner one night 
the conversation turned to the subject of 
private sweepstakes. That was in 1946. 
Eventually it was agreed that the host. 
hostess, and all the guests should each buy 
a yearling at public auction to cost not

Lord Derby bought Benny Lynch just 
within the limit and the colt has proved 
a rare bargain even though he did not 
win the private sweepstakes. It is difficult 
to explain how he came to be beaten into 
fourth place at Goodwood. That was his 
only defeat in six successive races. He had 
not won this season prior to York but put 
up a useful performance when scoring in 
the Great Northern Stakes from quite a 
useful field over a mile and a half. He was 
certainly a bargain at the price.
